II 
all power were within the hands o! the 
leeielators, the inducement would he the 
greater for the railroad to put its lineer 
into every lenielative election in every 
district in tho state. We havo had 
enough, and too mnch, of railroad Inter- 
ference in the politics! affairs of the 
etote; we cannot afford to offer induce- 
ments for any more. 


If the commission ie too weak, as it 


IB, what ie tbe matter with tho legisla- 
ture's doing what it may to strengthen 
it, and then, as It must, leaving it to 
the people to eelect commisionere who 
will honestly try to exorcise 
their 


power? Would not that be eomewhat 
wieer and belter than to annihilate the 
comrnlsBSion just «s, for the first time, 
a body has been elected thai bids fair to 
accomplish eonietbing, much or little, 
lor the public? So it would appear, at 
any rate. 


It it, impossible to avoid a Euspicion, 


•which may be uniustiEable, that a 
covert reason exists for Ihe preeenl at- 
tack on the commission. Had there 
been Buch an attack in past years, when 
the then commissioners were paid by 
the people, only to do the railroad's bid- 
ding, it would have been entirely ex- 
plicable, but to let the imrtoqueB-of 
dommissiona pass away unheeded, only 
to attack the body at a time when it 
first baa begun to try to do something, 
IB a proceeding so 
remarkable that 


doubt concerning its cause is natural nnd 
inevitable. Tbe step would havo looked 
vastly better in searB gone by. 


If the legislature really wishes to fur- 


ther the interest of the public, and we 
presume tbat it does, let it do every- 
thing in its power to strengthen 
the 


hands of the commission, for its task ia 
no light one. 
So far as the present com- 


mission, at any rate, is cincorned, there 
eeems to be rather a lack ol power th»n 
ol inclination to do ita duty.

Why the S. P. Decline! to Give 


Terminal Ratei, 


EDITOW ItKi-yiii-icAN:—In your issue ot 


January 31at there appeorB ill the td- 
torlal columns an article headed, "Must 
Have Terminal Uatea." The contention 
ia that on account of its location Fresno 
ie a natural distributing point and 
ubould therefore be inadu a terminal. 
Jiy this it ia preuumably meant that 
Fresno bo iiiven the same advantages in 
ratee on westbound commodities in gen- 
eral as are now enjoyed by San Fran- 
claco, Stockton, Los Angelea and other 
BO-callod terminals. 


Tho writer endeavored to explain to 


the Hundred Thousand club Thursday 
evening why itia not possible under the 
long aud short haul clauso of tho inter- 
state commerce law for this company to 
make lower rates-to Fresno than to any 
other intermediate point on either its 
own or any of the connecting lines en- 
paged in the trallic affected. The rates to 
San Francisco and the other so-called ter- 
minals are governed by the controlling 
force of competition of water carriers 
operating via Cape 
Horn and the 


luthmuB of Panama. The rates ob- 
tained from this trallic are low and do 
not yield a reaeouable compensation for 
the service performed, but aa they are 
the beet that can bo had it ia deemed to 
Lhia company's interest to accept the 
trafllc rather than to abandon it to the 
water carriers. Tho making of » ter- 
minal rate is thus not a mere matter of 
courtesy, but one in which this com- 
pany ifl impelled by transportation con- 
ditions; accepting the low rates because 
not practicable to do better, just aa a 
merchant often haa to eell his inerchan 
diae at prices lower than will pay him a 
reasonable profit, aa witness the war in 
prices of groceries'in which some of our 
local merchants have recently been en- 
gaged. 


Under the law whatever rates are 


made to Fresno on tutor-state traffic 
cannot be exceeded 
to intermediate 


points. If, for example, a rate of $1 per 
100 pounds were made on hardware 
from New York city to Fresno it could 
not be exceeded to intermediate points, 
such aa Madera and Mercud on the 
north and Selmp. and Tulare on tho 
south. Tho same conditions would pre- 
vail at not only all stations on this com- 
pany's linea tniat to Ogdon, Portlandaod 
El 1'aao, but tbo ratee now made to 
meet competition of tho water carriers 
at Sau Fraucieco and other terminals 
are KO low that tho local rutea of our 
connections cast of Mojavo, El Paso and 
Ojirlen would ako be affected. 


In connection with thia matter of ter- 


minal rates 1 desire to call attention to 
the fact that on tho principal products 
of the country Freeno and other inter- 
mediate points enjoy the full benefit of 
the low rates made necessary by com- 
petition of water carriers. Your raiflins, 
lireon and dried IruiU, aa well ua orangea 
aro carried to tho eastern markota at aa 
low rntea as from the uioat favored point 
in the state. 
WiiiH and canned goods 


are carried to Now York at 50 cents per 
hundred. This is mi exceedingly low 
an unrymunorative rate, but the interior 
wae given the benefit thereof with tho 
expectation that tbe atimuhia thus given 
the industries would off act the temporary

If any one has any doubt aa to 


whether or not it ia under tho inter- 
ointo commerce low possible for^ tbia 
company to make lowor nitoe to Fresno 
than to intermediate points in same 
manner UB svich rates aro made to San 
Friincieco and other terminals, I would 
BtiKiicat that a letter of inquiry to tho 
.titer-stato commerce commiaaion 
at 


Wnehington would eottla tlio matter. 
Agitation of thle question in the manner 
Buctreetod in your editorial will servo no
